“1 should be glad if you will report to me 
why the Board bas never before the existing 
crisis came upon the Colony exercised the powers 
which {t clearly possesses and has for several 
yeare pouseased In the matter to which I have 
referred, : 

“ Please lay thie minute before the Board and 
have It printed in thetr ‘proceedings"” 


_.On the motion of Mr. ‘J. J. Fuancts, 


+-Q.C., who remarked that it was a very 


controversial question, and many reasons 
existed which rendered it desirable that 
its consideration should be held over, it 
wasaccordingly shelved for the time being. 
Although no harm is likely to be done by 
deferring the reply to his Excellency’s 
minute until it has been circulated amongst 
the’ members of the Board, we quite fail 
to dee that there Is anything ‘very con< 
troversial’ in the matter or any reason 
why’a direct answer should not have been 
given at once, The question is plain 
enough, and. the only ‘reply is equally 
simple—so simple and self-evident, in fact, 
that one is ata loss to understand why 
the Governor could have so palpably 
laid himself open to such a direct 
rebuff. During the past month about four 
hundred houses have been closed by the 
Permanent Committee on the ground that 
they are unfit for human habitation, and Sir 
Witiiaw Ropinson wants to know why the 
Sanitary Board'never exercised the powers 
it clearly ‘possesses and has for several 
years possessed, until after the advent. of 
the Plague. Surely his Excellency knows 
that the members of the Sanitary Board 
never have been in the habit of making 
and never were supposed to make personal 
house-to-house visitations of the slums of 
Tai-ping-shan and other equally filthy 
districts, and that their powers and func- 
tions have been consultative rather than 
executive! The members of the Board, 
in plain English, were not aware of the 
existence of these numerous hovels that 


have recently been condemned as unfit for 


human habitation, no report to that effect 
having ever been made to them by the 
paid. officials of the Government, the 
Sanitary Superintendent and Inspectors, 
etc,, whose duty It was.to make these 
discoveries and report them to the proper 
authorities. That there has been gross 
neglect in this and many other directions 
is only too apparent, but to attemptto throw 
censure on the honorary members of the 
Sanitary Board for the flagrant care- 
lessness or incapacity of the men 
appointed by the Government for 
certainclearly defined duties, is carrying 
the officlal burlésque business, of which the 
colony has had so much lately, a trifle too 
far, It is too absurd for’ serious 
consideration, and we ay cannot: 
imagine how the Head of the Executive 
could have been: 50 ill-advised as to place 
himself in such a false position. If 
Governor Ropixson wants an answer to 
his question, and: -the question Is 
undoubtedly an important one In the 
existing crisis, he should apply to the 
responsible Sanitary officers who are paid 
to perform duties -which have been sadly 
neglected, and to the experts of the Public 
Works Department. . c

THE PLAGUE IN HONGKONG. 

It will be remembered by those who have 
studied the Telegraph's dally reports of the

That this course was 
at one tlme considered by the authoritles as 
advisable and that subsequently half-measures 
were. resorted to with disestrous results is 
now only too well known, Tht’ the Hong- 
hong Telegraph was not the only. jovrnal to 
advocate prompt and thorongh measures {is 
equally a. matter of fact, for the’ London 
Standard \n w recent Issue boldly asserted that 
the torch should be freely applied to the infected 
regions, as follows :—" The outbreak in Hong- 
kong of what seeme to be a peculiarly 
deadly form of the true Quientat plague is not a 
circumstance very creditable to. the sanitary 
sclence of that Britlsh Colony, Jt appears to bave 
reached the {sland from Canton, and to be raging 
almost ‘entirely In the foul’ native qarters of 
Victoria, To fire these filthy dens isthe only 
effective method of extormlasting the plague 
germs, acd to compel the new quarters to be 
erected more: In accordance with European

healthiness, isthe frat step to prevent a return 
of soterrible a scourge.” Those laugh loudest 
who laugh lant, andit is bighly probable that 
the soundness of the proposal made by this 
journal and repeated by the London Standard 
will yet commend {tself to aa- Adminiatration 
that bas succeeded in doing little else since the

THE OPIUM COMMISSION. 
a oneeern 


The following. fa the text of the memorial 
presented tr the Roval Commission on Oplom, 
hy the Brilish miscionarl-s in China of twenty- 
five or more years’ standing, ‘ 

We, the unteralpned Arftish missionaries, 
Tepresenting diffrent Societies labouring. in 
nearly every province of Chins, and having al! 
of ae had for many vears ebundant opportunites 
of observing the effec's of oplum-smoking upon 
the Chinese people, beg ta lay before the Payal 
Commission on Opfum the following statement 
of facts in reference to this question 

(1) We believe ft to be a fret, established 
beyond possiblity of reasonsble doubt, that the 
consumption of oplum In Ching Is exerting.a 
distinctly dererforating effct upon the ¢ hinere 
people, phyiceily, socially and morally, . State. 
ments to'this effect have been repeatedly made 
in Blue-bo ks and other «(ficial, documents, on 
the authority of Asl'ish officials of high standing, 
and they are entlrely corroborated by our own 
personalobservation, The Protestant mlaston? ry 
bedy in China hye twice, by its representatives 
assembled In Conference, and including men of 
varlots nationalities. and of many different 
Churches, unanimously passed resolutions con- 
demning emphatically the use of oplum by the 
Chinese for other than medicinal purposes, and 
deploring the connection of Great Britatn. with: 
the optum trade. (See "The Records of the 
Miustonasy Conference, held at Shanghal,” 1887, 
and ditto, 1890.) ’ 

(2) It fen fact, which cannot be reasonably 
disputed, that the consclence of the Chinese 
prople aaa whole. fs distinctly opposed to the 
oplum habit. It Is continually classed, in 
common conversation and in’ books, with 
fornication and gambling. Sir Rutberford 
Alcock, some time her Majesty's Minister in 
Chioa, when examined before a Committee of 
the House of Commons, spoke of the anlver- 
sallty of the belief among the Chinese that, when- 


ever a mab takes to smoking optum, it will, 


probably be the fmroverishmient and ruin of his 
family—a popular feeling which {s universal 
both amongst those who are addicted to {t, who 
always consider themselves aa'moral criminals, 
and amongst those who abstain from It, [See 
Report, East India Finance, 1871 (363), page 
375, °5,738) We ourselves have never met 
with: Chloamen who defended the practice as 
morally harmless, but we have heard it unspar- 
{nely condemned by the Chinese, times without 
oomber, The. Misslons with which we are 
respectively aasoclated invarlably ‘refuse to 
admit oplum-smokers to Church membership, 
but In so dolog they are only acting in 
accordance with the general sentiment of the 
Chinese, Christian and non-Christian alike, 
which always stigmatites the habit of oplum- 
emokiog as viclous, S E 


(3) It {sa fact that the oplum trade, though 


now no longer contraband, is highly {njarlous’ 


not only to China, bat also to the fair name of 
Great Britain, The past blatory and the preeent 
enormous extent of the oplum trade with Indis 
produces, as we can testify from personal 
experlence, suspicion and dislike {n the minds of 
the Chinese people towards forelgners In general. 
On the other hand, the attitude of hostility 
towards opium. which: foreign mitsstonaries are 
known to maintaio, Is approved and duly 
appreclated by the Chinese of all classes, aa we 
have often found in our Intercourse with the 
people. . 

(4) It te an Indisputable fact that the oplum 
Imported from. India is nelther required for 
medictnal purposes in China nor generally used 
for these purposes, and bence we regard the 
importation as being wholly prejudicial to the 
well-being of the Chinese people. 

Io view of these facts the undersigned 
venture respectfully to express the earnest hope 
that the Royal-Commissioners will embody in 
thelr Report a united recommendation to Her 
Majesty that the Indian Government should 
immediately restrict the Indian production of 
oplum tothe supply cf what ls needed for 
medicinal purposes fn India and elsewhere. 
With our long and sad experience of the tnjurious 
effects of oplum consumption on the Chinese 
People, we cannot but feel the gravont eppreben- 


| lane an to what the effects of the oplum habit 


In other lands are likely to be, We are quite 
aware that some medical and other testimony 
hag been given fo Jodia, designed to show that 
the gonsymption of oplum by the prople of 
Indie te not acgompanicd with the same 
diuastrous = consequences that wo have 
all witnessed for onrelves in China, but 
wo are glad to know that strong testimony 
has also be:n giveo in India of a 
con kad, for we are of opinion thata longer 
and wider range of experfence will certainly 
ahow that opium in aio} rious to all other races 
ae ft bay been provedio beto the Chinese, 
‘Opium {is rightly classed in Zogland amongut 
dangerous rofsons, and {t 1s so regarded in other
